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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Claims 1 ,2,6 and 7 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 
1.142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected species, there being no allowable generic or 
linking claim. Election was made without traverse in the reply filed on 10/7/04. Since 
no claims were specifically chosen, the examiner has chosen claims 3-5 which are the 
only claims readable on the elected species and sub-species. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action:

2. Claim 3 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(e) as being clearly anticipated by US 
2003/0066930 to Pratt et al. (hereinafter called 930). 

a. Re claim 3, 930 discloses a cockpit door with four horizontally disposed 
flaps. The door having flaps that open to the cockpit as seen at least on page 4 
in the second column in paragraph 42, where the pressures show that the flap 
will swing to the cockpit. Also a pressure sensitive device is seen in the latch 
that controls the flap as seen in number 26 at least. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or d^mhoH « o»f 



4. Claims 4 and 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable , 
930 as above. 



b. Re claim 4, 930 discloses a double door structure. However it may not 
disclose a center-folding door structure, but it would have been obvious to one of 
ordinary skill in the art to have hinged the doors with respect to one another in 
either way as a matter of design choice. 

c. Re claim 5, 930 may not specifically disclose that the flaps can be 
manipulated from the cockpit side, however it would have been obvious to one of 
ordinary skill in the art to have made them accessible from the cockpit side for 
safety and for a manual override of the pressure device.
